Lightning Plays Havoc With Warren

"Warren, Pa., June 2u.—Not until 5 


o'clock last evening did. the firemen 
leave the plant of the Warren Hello- 
Ing company, which wns struck by 
lightning, causing a 175,000 fire. 


Too. bolt struck u largo brick tank, 


•which ignited. The blaze, fanned by 
the wind, soon spread to two others 
near by, "which ware consumed with 
the brick wax house, storage house 
and agitator. Eight tanks containing 
about 10.000 barrels ot crude and re- 
fined oil woro destroyed. 


Groat clouds of Brooke rolled from 


the plant and flames shot thirty ffot 
high. By hard fighting tbe flamer, were 
kept from the benzine tanks untH G 
o'clock, when one large tank Ignited 
and the blaze soon spread to the othur 
tanks. C. "W, and M. "W. Johnson, own- 
ers of the plant, cannot state whether 
their losa is fully covered by insur- 
ance. Many houses adjoining the re- 
finery wore in danger of bein^ btirnncl 
through the explosion of tanks and 
the occupants ruovo'd their goods to 
safety.
